The impression that great height is all a player needs in the 
modern game is an exaggerated one, and has been helped along 
by the kind of sweepingly-written articles the slick magazines pay 
sports writers for. Real basketball fans, that is, these who watch 
and know the game, cznnot be sold on the: false generalization that 
anyone over a certain height can be a great basketball center and 
skill plays no role. 

Actually there is a great variation of ability among the rela-

Many of that height, like those of 5-8 or any other height, do not 
have the elementary co-ordination, the minimum of running and 
jumping ability, quick thinking and reflexes needed by even the 
biggest men to make a success in basketball.
